In a monthly commercial letter is¬ 
sued by the Canadian Bank of Com¬ 
merce there appeared an article that 
we consider timely and very much to 
the point. There is no question about 
it, that here in Canada we must bring 
our expenditures within the limits of 
such revenue as can be raised without 
retarding by undue taxation the re¬ 
covery of trade and industry. The 
high cost of government must be re¬ 
duced for it is here that is created the 
greater part of our national and pro¬ 
vincial debts. We have too many gov¬ 
ernment employees at the present 
time and the people expect substantial 
reduction in that connection. We 
have compensation boards, hail in¬ 
surance boards, hospital boards, etc., 
all employing high salaried men, who 
only work on an average of three or 
four hours a day. Recently we read 
of the appointing of another judge in 
Alebrta, which will entail the appoint¬ 
ment of more sheriffs, bailiffs, clerks, 
stenographers. In God’s name why 
the necessity of another judge when 
we are over supplied with members of 
the judiciary at the present tiuu, and 
whose duties today are confined more 
to the playing of golf than the hear¬ 
ing of cases. If our governments are 
sincere they will immediately cause a 
reduction of expenditure in every 
branch under their control.

One of the important acts of the 
session was that introduced Friday 
by Hon. Mr. Brownlee to provide 
home protection for ‘farmers in the 
drought areas from seizure of all pro¬ 
ceeds from their crops of 1922 by 
creditors." This act seeks to set up an 
organization, by . creating drought 
areas, and establishing a commis¬ 
sioner and deputy commissioners, 
fhich will supervise relations between 
farmers in these areas and their cre¬ 
ditors. Provision is made that such 
part of the crop of 1922 as is neces¬ 
sary to provide food, clothing and seed 
groin for one year, until October 1, 
1923, shall be exempt from seizure. 
Provision is also made that on order 
of the Lieut, governor in council, legal 
action towards seizure of property of 
any resident In such district may be 
Etayed until consent of a supreme or 
district court judge who may be de¬ 
signated by the government is obtain¬ 
ed. There is provision, however, for 
proceedings by creditors to protect 
themselves in certain cases where the 
sincerity of the debtor is in grave 
doubt. Even in such cases, there is to 
be a delay of 30 days in executing 
writs of attachments to provide oppor¬ 
tunity for settlement of the case if 
possible.

Airplanes were used with great ad¬ 
vantage in forest protection work in 
five provinces of the Dominion last 
year, and the work is likely to be ex¬ 
tended in the coming season. The ad¬ 
vantage off an airplane patrol over 
that by canoe is illustrated by the fol¬ 
lowing extKtct from a report of one 
of the airmen engaged in protecting 
the forests in northern Manitoba last 
year: “We could always see from 30 
to 60 miles on either side of the plane, 
and it would be no difficulty to locate 
smoke at this distance. When you 
^compare this with a canoe travelling 
up a river with high banks, where it 
is impossible to see more than a 
hundred yards in either direction, and 
where the patrol would be unable to 
notice smoke unless it was driven 
down over him, the advantage is en¬ 
tirely on the side of the plane.” The 
important bearing brush lands and 
forests have on climate and water 
supply in this country is enormous 
and it is fortunate that such splendid 
use has been found in the airplane in 
the way of forest patrol in guarding 
our forests from fires. In that re¬ 
spect alone the airplane service has 
been justified.

The estimates for the coming year 
were passed by the house, the final 
item being consented to on Thursday 
night.

WAR ON PESTS 

E. H. Strickland, who for some 
years has been Dominion Government 
Entomologist, is now located at Al¬ 
berta University, as Professor of En¬ 
tomology, a chair w^iich has recently 
been created In the faculty of Agri¬ 
culture. Mr. Strickland has been 
loaned by the University to the De¬ 
partment of Agriculture of the 
province, for the coming summer, to 
supervise the efforts to combat the 
spread of the grasshopper pest. He 
will have an office in the government 
buildings, and will be directly con¬ 
nected with the department of agri¬ 
culture. Mr. Strickland for the past 
few years has been spending consider¬ 
able time in southern Alberta, en¬ 
gaged in a campaign against thg 
grasshopper. This plague threatens 
this year to reach alarming propor¬ 
tions, and the government of the 
i province is taking ail steps possible in 
the matter. 

j A Pest Act, which requires all resi- 

I dents in the infested territory to 
take steps for the control of pests on 
| their land has been added to the sta¬ 
tutes of the province, and the depart¬ 
ment of agriculture has been autho¬ 
rised to purchase large quantities of 
the various materials that are neces¬ 
sary for poisoning the grasshoppers. 

These materials will be distributed 
throughout the infested territory and 
will be supplied to the councils of 
municipalities and to the unorganized 
districts at half their cost to the gov¬ 
ernment. 

It is hoped that every municipal 
oouncil will obtain a machine for mix¬ 
ing these ingredients in order that a 
well prepared bait can be supplied to 
all farmers whose land Is infested with 
this pest. The councils of several 
municipalities installed these machines 
last year, and the bafc prepared by 
them was far snore effective and con¬ 
siderably cheaper than was hand- 
mixed bait. 

At various points in the unorganized 
territory the department of agricul¬ 
ture is arranging to have similar 
■ machines installed. The cost and ex¬ 
penses in connection with operating 
these will be borne by the districts 
that they serve. , 

Past experience has shown that 
grasshopper outbreaks can be success¬ 
fully terminated by the effective and 
thorough use of poisoned baits. The 
history of most grasshopper outbreaks 
has been, however, that there is al¬ 
ways a percentage of the population 
that does not appreciate their re¬ 
sponsibilities under such circum¬ 
stances, with the result that the out¬ 
break drags on for several years. The 
Pest Act contains clauses compelling 
owners of land to control this pest on 
their own property, but the grasshop¬ 
per outbreak will not be successfully 
ehecked unless all the residents in the 
infested area are prepared to support 
the spirit of the act beyond Its letter. 
This applies, not only to farmers and 
. other land owners, but to the business 
men of the towns and villages. » 
There are large areas of unoccupied 
land in every municipality and near 
every village and town in Alberta. 
May of these already are known to 
contain grasshopper breeding grounds. 
It is suggested that these be scouted 
under the auspices of local boards of 
trade or other organizations. If, in 
the spring, they are found to be 
heavily infested with grasshoppers, 
men should be detailed to poison them, 
or, if the areas are extensive, could 
not a date be set as a civic holiday 
upon which the residents of the town 
are organized to poison these breeding 
grounds before the grasshoppers 
spread from them to neighbouring 
farm lands where they will be a detri¬ 
ment to the whole community. 

Everyone in Alberta Will have to 
contribute to the expense of the grass¬ 
hopper campaign this year, and if this 
campaign is not a complete success, 
they may have to contribute . even 
more heavily next year, for the pest 
has increased, for the time being, bey¬ 
ond the bounds of natural control, and 
it can be reduced only by the efforts 
of the residents of the infested portion 
of the province. 

Residents of Alberta, who are not 
farmers, should bear this in mind and 
decide, whether even for the most 
selfish reasons, it would not pay them 
to take part in the campaign that will 
be waged by the farmers against 
grasshoppers this summer. 

IS OPTIMISTIC 

That the Canadian Pacific would be 
shipping coal out of the DrumhelUr 
district in the course of the next few 
weeks was the statement made by D. 
C. Coleman, vice-president on western 
lines Canadian Pacific railway today 
at Calgary. Mr. Coleman spoke in 
quite an optimistic view in reviewing 
proeent conditions and stated that 
freight traffic throughout the west 
showed an improvement compared 
!with the corresponding period last 
year. In reply to a question regarding 
improved terminal facilities in Van¬ 
couver for the handling of grain Mr. 
Coleman said that the company did 
not consider it was called upon to 
shoulder that responsibility if addi¬ 
tional facilities were necessary they 
would no doubt be provided by the 
government or private grain com¬ 
panies as at Fort William and Port 
Arthur. 

C. S. Noble of Nobleford who has 
been on a business trip'to the States 
returned to Alberta more hopeful than 
ever of its future. This country will 
compare very favorably with any part 
of the west and he found conditions 
at points over the line vary much

PROVINCIAL NOTES 

The new corporations taxes to be 
imposed by the provincial government, 
as announced in the budget speech of 
Premier Greenfield, may be sum¬ 
marized as follows:

Fire and Life Insurance Companies 
—Two per cent., other insurance com¬ 
panies, one per cent. 

Grain Companies—Fifty dollars for 
each elevator or warehouse situated 
on railway lines or sidings, or which 
receives grain for storage before in¬ 
spection. 

Incorporated companies with capital 
exceeding $20,000 will pay 40 cents 
per thousand instead of 20 cents as 
formerly. i 

The new taxes will become due 
June 30th this year, and thereafter on 
January 1st of each year. 4 

There will be no further tax on loan 
or trust companies. 

Revision of the High School course 
in vogue in the province is now pro¬ 
ceeding, and an interim report has 
been submitted by the Hon. Perrin 
Baker, minister of education. The 
committee has been Working in con-1 
junction with the committee revising 1 
the Public School course of studies. | 

The new public school course will 
qpme into use with the opening of the 
fall term in September. The new high 
school course, now being framed, will 
not come into use until next year. 

The high school committee has al¬ 
ready adopted several general prin¬ 
ciples on which the new course of stu¬ 
dies will be framed. The main prin¬ 
ciple is that the new course should be 
much mere flexible, to meet the vary¬ 
ing needs of pupils under different 
conditions, and to care for the limita¬ 
tions of some school boards not al¬ 
ways able to provide certain courses. 
There will be a greater opportunity 
for vocational study in the new course 
and special provision is to be made 
for students who wish to study agri¬ 
culture, mining or commerce, and so 
forth. There are to be a large num¬ 
ber of subjects common to all courses [ 
and made obligatory during the first 
years of the course, but later there 1 
will be greater freedom of choice of ! 
subjects. English and physical educa¬ 
tion are to be obligatory subjects in 
all years of the high school course. 
The minimum standard of effeciency 
which, has been 34 per cent, will likely 
be raised to 60 per cent. The principle 
of promotion by subjects, thereby 
making examinations in all subjects 
imperative, was endorsed, though not 
without considerable opposition by 
one member of the committee. 

On Saturday, during consideration 
of amendments to the Medical Profes¬ 
sion Act, Hon. J. E. Brownlee an¬ 
nounced the intention of the govern¬ 
ment to propose an amendment which 
would suspend the operation of the 
medical profession act with respect 
to chiropractors for one year, until 

| the government could investigate and 

introduce legislation with respect to 

' ttj*4# practitioner*. 


- Provisions have been introduced 
into the wild lands tax act which will 
make It possible to remove from wild 
land taxation, lands found to be un¬ 
fit for cultivation or pasturage. En¬ 
closed land leased for grazing is also 
removed from tho scope of the act. 

The legislature will conclude its ses¬ 
sions this week after having been in 
session since February 2. Up till last 
Friday, a total of 95 bills had been in¬ 
troduced. At the session in 1921, a 
total of 97 bills were passed. Since 
Thursday last, three sessions a day 
have bfen held, in order to expedite 
[ business and conclude this week.

You 
Should be Loyal to your community as to your 
name. 

BUYING “SIGHT UNSEEN” 

How much more satisfactory it is to walk 
into a store in your home town and ask to see 
an article which you may have seen advertised 
in your home'paper. What would anyone 
think of your business ability or your common 
sense if you walked into a store at home and 
said; “I saw a picture in the paper today of a 
suit which I liked very much. Please wrap 
up one for me. Here’s the money.” The 
merchant would think that you were crazy, 
but that is what you do every (line you send a 
order to the mail order house.

When the C.P.R. came west it dis¬ 
covered oftl mother nature away ofit 
here running a ranch all by herself.

making this old world a less beautiful 
plact to live In.

PLEASE TAKE NOTICE 


Use of Small Cards or Envelopes to 
be discouraged 

*lt is desired that at the coming 
Saster Season the public should be 
urged to diseoutinue, as far as pos¬ 
sible, the use of small cards and en- 
elopes and with this in vieu suitable 
news Items should be placed in the 
local press and the attention of the 
jublic brought to this matter in 
evgry other possible way. The fol¬ 
lowing objections to the use of small 
:ards and envelopes should be pointed 
out. 

1. As a result of the small size of 
he cards or envelopes the Post Office 

cancellation mark frequently falls on 
the address partially obliterating it 
with the possibility that the article 
may be misdelivered or at least de¬ 
layed. 

2. There is difficulty in the post 
office sortation and handling of'small 
cards and envelopes and this un¬ 
avoidably causes delay. 

3. There is also difficulty in putting 
small cards or envelopes through 
stamp cancelling machines at larger 
offices, and this too causes delay. 

4. The small size of the cards or 
envelopes makes them apt to fall out 
of bundles in which they are tied, and 
there is the possibility of loss as a re¬ 
sult of this, j- 

Responsibility for loss, misdelivery 
or delay as outlined above, arising 
from the use of small cards or en- f 
velopes, rests entirely with the sender.
